(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

5. Claims 9-12, 14-20, and 22-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Broadbent (US Patent 4916768). 

Claims 9, 16-19, and 24-27, Broadbent describes a method for controlling a 
washing machine comprising a laundry drum arranged inside a soap-solution container 
12 which can be moved with different speed profiles in both directions of rotation and a 
clock means which a user can use to determine the beginning and end of the washing 
process; and comprising an anti-crease operation incorporated after the wash and spin 
program sections for loosening the laundry in the drum, wherein the drum is driven with

short and strong accelerating or braking pulses to detach the laundry from the drum as 
described in column 7 lines 29-68 and column 8 lines 1-62. 

Claim 10, Broadbent describes that a user can select the start and end time of 
the entire wash program as well as the speed as seen in column 10 lines 3-32. 

Claim 11, Broadbent describes in column 10 lines 15-32 that a display is being 
used by the user to be able select the desired program for the washing machine. 

Claims 12, 14, 20, 22, Broadbent describes for example in figure 8 and 
corresponding description how after the values are selected by a user, the machine 
control system compares internally the selected values by the user and the pre- 
programmed values. 

Claims 15, 23, and 28, Broadbent describes the comparative data is stored in 
memory. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 13 and 21 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Broadbent (US Patent 4916768) and Manson et al (US Patent 4977394). 

The difference between claims 13/21 and the teachings of Broadbent is that the 
claims recite the signal outputted to the display means flash repeatedly. However, 
Manson et al describes a controller for a washing machine comprising a display means 
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that displays status codes to the user as described in column 13 lines 40-68 and column 
14 lines 1-50. Therefore it would have been obvious to one person of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention was made to use the display means taught by 
Manson et al in the machine controller of Broadbent, since said display means can help 
warn the user of a malfunction of the machine or remind the user of an operational 
status of the machine.
